Tho pfipers in thia important matter 
reached us ypstorday. So far us tho 
arrangement that lias been nmdo with 
the Dominion Govennment for the pay- 
ment of tho subsidy is concerned, it is 
satisfact9ry. Tho .£250,000 to be ad- 
vanced by jthe Dominion Government 
is an absolute grant. There is no 
lour;cr reason for doubt on that score. 
And tiie .260,000 to bo paid by the 
Imporial Government will be forth- 
coming. . Safeguards ar^ provided so 
that the Federal advanco will be de- 
voted to the object for which it is in- 
tended, and not for tlie pur|)0.se of re- 
couping tho Province for expenditure 
already made. In jilain terras, the e.\.- 
penditurc for collcrdaiu, machinery and 
cenient— about .?2 20,000 — will have to 
be met from provincial resources. 
Light is thrown by those papers on the 
causes that rendered the visit of the 
Proiuier loj Ottawa necessary. They 
are brielly these: On tho lOtiiof July, 
last year, (See Public Works Keport) 
this Government drew on the Otta.va 
Governmont for the sum of §139,r)22.- 
10, in the following words: 

"I have tho honor to I'oquost yon to be 
good cnoiigli to have the amount of tho 
enclosed Uevtiticato from tho Resident 
Engineer of tlio Esqniniiilt Graving Dock 
Works unconditionally placed to our cre- 
dit as soon as possililo. The Certificate 
is for §1:59,522.10, and explaiua itself. 
A. lato Minute of Council, which has not 
been replied to, rcquestod your Govern- 
ment to plac-o, if 1 rccolleel. aright, tho 
prouiisL'il S'2ri(),000 to uur credit, nr to re- 
imburse us for Iho .^220,000 already spent 
in ca.sh upon tho work. ' * * * 
O. A. Walke.m. 

This draft was not met; but on the 
I3th November the Dominion Govern- 
ment passed .a ^linuto in Council 
authorizing tin- advanco of .^!'J50,000 to 
be charged as a ilebt against this Pro- 
vince. The Minute being deemed un- 
satisfactory by this Government, a fur- 
ther demand was made, when tiiis tele- 
gram was received: 

"On'AWA, Doc. 20th, J87li. 
"To llii If<i)ini llu' Livutenani-Ooeenwr of 
JSi'ilisli Cijluinbia: 

"All Duminion (iovi;rnment wants by 
Order in Council is that subsidy shall 
stand security for ultimate completion of 
graving dock by your Government. 
Timo mi!y bo extended. 

(Signed) J. C. Aikins, 

S,-.:,;'>,irii of State." 

Ton (lays subsoijuentiy, in "consider- 
ation of the recent unexpected and 
additional conditions attached by the 
Dominion Government to their agree 
ment to pay $250,000 in aid of' the 
construction of the F.squimalt graving 
dock,"]\Ir. Walkom was dispatched to 
Ottawa, where on tho 21st of January 
bo abandoned tho demand to be allowed 
to a])ply the subsidy in licjuidation of 
expenditure already made, and assert- 
ed that "although the outlay and lia- 
bilities of the Province on this account 
reached the large amount stated — viz., 
$209,000— in December, 1878, t/ie Pro- 
vincial Government have never desired 
to apply any part of the ^2oO/JOO in 
liquulalion of such ^>os< esepaiditure." 
Immediately upon tho statement being 
luado (which amounted to an uncondi- 
tional withdrawal of the claim of the 
19th July), all obstacles wore removed 
from his path and an arrangement ar- 
rived at which we think will be satis- 
factory to all. The Bill commends its- 
self to the House and should bo passed 
at once. 

ISLAND RAILWAY. 



The papoi-H on the drydock were 
accompanied liy papers on the Island 
railway, The latter d(;velop the re- 
markable fact that from tho 11th of 
April, 1879, to tho 29t.h March, 18S0, 
no dispatches passed between the Pro- 
vincial and Dominion Government on 
the sutiject, and nowhere throughout 
the length and breadth of the docu- 
ments is there the slightest reference to 
tho Cah.vauvon Terms. While at Ot- 
tawa 3Ir. Walkk.m, with several mem- 
bers of Parliament, had an interview 
with Sir John Macuo.vald on Island 
railway matters; but that action seems 
to have been taken after the receipt of 
urgent telegrams from former political 
friends in Victoria urging him to per- 
form his duty in that regard. Rut for 
the receipt of those telegrams it is 
probable ho would have come away 
without having mentioned the Island 
railway at all. There is no room to 
compliment tho Government on their 
railway policy during the recess. They 
have done nothing, and the papers on 
the .subject are unsatisfactory. 



To THE Editou ok Tiik Colonist : — 
Sir — Our present quartz law will pre- 
vent this country from being prospect- 
ed for minerals in (Quartz or gangue qi 
any character for reasons that T shall 
now state. 

The law rcquire.s .Sri.OOO to be ex- 
pended in money or labor before a title 
(!?200 is tho amount required in the 
United States) can be obtained for 
claim, and it requires .$750 per annum 
to be paid to tho Governnitnt if tho 
said claim bo not worked. (Notliiiig 
of the kind in the Unitetl States.) 

These clauses (Nos. 9 and 18)resi)ec- 
tively prevent the poor discoverer (and 
it is a well-known fact that men of 
means never prospect; this has been 
provet the world over) from being able 
to hold his claim or form a company to 
work said claim, as it would be neces- 
sary for him to spend time and money 
in travelling to organize a company 
elsewhere than in this Province where 
no capital now remains to spend in 
such enterprises. Tlie hardy, ventur- 
some discoverer could not pay.S750 por 
annum and likewise put .S5,00(J worth 
of work on his claim, without doing 
which ho could not get his title, and 
without said title tleeil in hi.s pocket 
"no capitalist would entertain the idea 
for a moment of buying stock, as he 
would not risk his money on a mere 
promise, without some Iidiki Jide 
evidonce that said claim had 
not been juuipoil in tho absiaice of 
said claimant to form a conqtany. 
in fact it would bo sure to bo jumped 
by some idle man of means if he had 
tho opportunity, as the dread of iynch- 
law would not hang over his head as it 
does in California. I might (piote 
i-ouie instances which hnv(; OL'currod in 
this Province of tliis charai t'-r if re- 
quired to do so. The poor man re- 
cording ground under the jircsent 
laws would be playing tho part of the 
fishing cormorant, which brings fish 
to the surface of the water for tho 
vagrant gulls to devour. 

It ia to be hoped that tho quartz law.s 
will he amended this session and as 
similated to the laws of tho United 
States, and 1 may add that it would 
bo better if our land law s and (piartz 
laws were msde by tlio general go\ern- 
inent at (Ottawa ami placed on sonio 
solid basis as similar laws are made at 
Washington.

work well. !

An -Vet respecting the Construction of the 
Graving Dock at Esr|uimalt. 

Wliereas by an Order of tlio Honorable 
tho Privy Councd of Canada, bearing date 
tho 12th day of February, 1880, it is pro- 
vided as follows : — 

Firstly. That advances bu made to 
tho Province of British Columbia as tho 
work on tho Graving Dock at Esquimalt 
progresses to an extent not to exceed in 
tho whole the sum of .?250,000 ; such ad- 
vances not to exceed tho value of any ma- 
terial or plant already obtained bj- tho 
Provincial Govornnient for the purposes 
of tho Graving Dock. 

Secondly. That sueli advances bo 
made on tho Certiticates of the Engineer 
of tho Provincial Governmont, counter- 
signed by tho Agent of the Dominion 
Government in Britisli Columbia. 

Thirdly. Tliat in case the Govern- 
mont of British Columbia should fail from 
any cause to proceed actively with the 
construction of the work for a period of 
three months after the receipt of a writ- 
ton re(jU(':>t from tho Doniiniou Govorn- 
meiit to prciocuto tho s.inio, then that tho 
latter shall have the right to outer upon 
and take ))osscssion of the works and pro- 
mises and complete tho .same. 

Fourthly. That in case of such entry 
the Canadian Governmont shall bo entitl- 
ed to claim and rocoivo from the Imper- 
ial Government the grant proniiaod by 
them in aid of tho work of C50,000 sterf- 
ing, and any increase of such grant 
which may be made heroafter. It is un- 
derstood that if any balance of such 
grant in aid should remain unexpondod 
after defraying tho outlay made by tho 
Dominion (invoniment in consoquonco of 
the failure as aforosaiil of the Province, 
such liahinco shall bo paid to .naid Pro- 
vinci! ; while on tho other hand if said 
grant in aid should prove fiullicient to 
complete thu works, the amount of doti- 
ciency shall he placed to the debit of the 
debt account of tho Province. It is fur- 
tluu' understootl that tho righl of property 
in the Dock sliall, subject to ilie tempor- 
ary right of possession as liefoi-c men- 
tioned, remain in tho Governiuent of 
liritish Columbia. 

Fifthly. That the Imperial Govoni- 
nieut shall be imule a party tothis arrange- 
ment and its approval obtained. 

Sixthly. That tho sanction of the Leg- 
islature of British Ocdumbia be also ob- 
tained to this Agreomont. 

Seventhly. That, subject to tho forego- 
ing conditions, the advances so made of 
8200,000 shall not boar interest, and shall 
be considered as a gmnt of money in lieu 
uf tlic 12th Article of the Terms of Union 
between Canada and British Columbia, 

And whereas it is o;i))odient that tho 
terms of the said Order of the Privy 
Ccumcil si'.ould l)o accepted and sanctioned 
by the Legislature of tho Province of 
British Columbia: 

Therefore Her Majesty, by and with 
the consent of tho Legislative Assembly 
of the Province of British Columbia, 
hereby enacts that each and evcr_v stij)U- 
latioii, proviso, and agreement contained 
in the above recited Order of tho Honor- 
al)le tho Privj- Council of Canada is here- 
by, sanctioned, ratified and confirmed. 



At Maitland, on the St. Lawrence, 
the other day, an entertainment was 
given in the Canada iMethodist C'luu-ch, 
during whicli there was to be a dia- 
logue in character by some of th<7 
young people. The pastor opposed this, 
and stalking up the aisle he-thunder- 
ed out, "This must not be." Then, 
seizing hold of an impromptu sijireen in 
the shape of a elothes-hor.se, he at- 
tempted to ]iull it down: A church 
trustee seized liokl of the other end, 
and a struggle ensued. "Lot go," 
shouted the pastor. "I will not," cried 
tho trustee, whom public opinion favor- 
ed. The audience indulged in yells 
and cat calls, and tho battle raged long 
and furiously. Iho minister declared 
that he would not submit to have the 
oliurch turned into a theatre, while the 
obdurate members of the audience said, 
"We are in favor of tho screen." A 
son of the trustee tlicn interfered, but 
was jiromptly informed that ho was not 
a member of tho Cluirch, and that his 
father owed him (the pastor) §25, and 
had no doulit created the disturbance 
to escape payment. The contest con- 
tinued nearly nn hour and a half, ond 
terminated by the money being refund- 
ed to the audience, leaving the pastor 
master of the sitimtion and the clothes- 
horse.

CANADA PACIFIC KAILWAV. 

On tlie 17tli Feb. Mr. Walkem, Mr. 
DeCosinos, Mr. Bunster and Mr. Thomp- 
son, had an interview with Sir John Mac- 
donald to urge the commencement of the 
Island railway. Every argument was ex- 
hausted in preseiatin|r the case of -the Is- 



land railway, and Sir JoLn replied in sub- 
stance, "that he and hia colleagues had 
undertaken as much railway work in the 
Province as tlioy felt they could safely 
carry through, and that he could not, 
therefore, pledge his Government to do 
more at present. His attention was there- 
uponcalled to tho fact that the expense of the 
work would be comparatively trifling as 
its actual cost to the Dominion for years 
to como would merely bo interest on tho 
construction outlay, which would neces- 
sarily bo gradual ; that under all the cir- 
cumstances of the case, the commence- 
ment and active prosecution of work wore 
obligations which should have been ful^ 
filed, and should therefore be carried' out 
now. The minister then remarked that 
the whole subject had been well consitler- 

I ed before the contracts for the mainland 

j work had been let, and that tho views ofv 
tho Government wcro that all had been 
dono that could bo done at prosenli Af- 
ter some further observations of the same 
charactor as tho above, the deputation 
withdrew. " 

The remainder of the report is devoted 
to the mainland railway contracts, with 
all thu circumstances of which our readers 
are already familiar. 

CUINESB IMMlaUATlO.S'. 

This evil he strongly urged on Sir 
John's attention, urging him to insert a 
clause in the railway contracts prohibiting 
the ciniiloymont of Chinese on the rail- 
way. .Sir John replied that such a clause 
could not bo "succnssfully dofontlod in 
Parliament; that the country was strain- 
ing every nerve to complete a gigantic un- 
dertaking and the Government could not 
adopt the unusual course of dictating to 
contractors how their work should bo 
done so long as it was well dono, or at- 
tempt to restrict them in the use of labor 
of any kiiul; that a restriction upon the 
use of macliinery might as reasonably bo 
expected to moot with approval." At a 
subsequent interview tho Canadian 
Premier stated "that ho had carefully 
thought orer these measures and had con- 
sidered tho reasons advanced in favor of 
either adopting them or somo other 
measures having similar objects; but tiial 
it was his conviction that tho legislation 
proposed would, under the circumstances 
lie had mentioned, bo strongly opposed. 
I may add that, in conversing with sev- 
eral members of tho Dominion Parlia- 
ment at a later date, I found them more 
or less acijuaintud with the subjoct, but 
in every instance iintagunistic to tho 
principles of the legislation asked for." 

ORAVINO DOCK DISPATCUES. 

Tho first is an Ottawa Ordor-in-Council 
dated May 2d, IH?',!. It proposes "to 
make advances to t'.ie Provinco to an ex- 
tent not to exceed .L'50,000 sterling as the 
work progresses, the sauio to be charged 
to an intorim account, to bo cuUud "'Ihe 
Province of British Columbia Graving 
Dock Account." On .Tune 11th following 
Mr. Walkem reciucsted the Ottawa Gov- 
ernment to tirrange for advances on dock 
account through tho bank at Victoria. On 
the 30th Juno lio repeated the request. 
Two Ordors-in-Council, which relate to 
th# progress of the cotferdam works, 
fidlow. No reply having been recuivecl 
to applications of Juno 11th and 30th, on 
tlie 7r!i August Mr. Walkem cablegramoci 
.Sir .lohn Macdonald, who was then in 
London, to tho same purport. On the 
10th .Vugust he cablegramed again :

Dock contract ready, but wish nssur- 
anco before proceeding that Dominion 
will pay ■?250,000 without requiring re- 
payment, principal or interest. Please 
reply.

And the following reply was recoived.

Dominion Gnvcrnmcut will ailvanco

not requiring repayment of princi])al or 
interest if Dock i.s completed.

On the 9th October, 1879, an Order in 
Council of this Government w.-i.s passed 
form.ally withdrawing the offer of the 
dock site, cofferdam, mttclunery, etc. , 
previously made to the Imperial Govern- 
ment. On the 13th Nov. the Doininion Gov- 
ornnioiit consented to advance .8100,000 
on the security of tlie subsidies. Tliis 
Government replied Dec. 15tli, declining 
to accept the atlvanco on thoso terms. On 
Dec. 29th, an Order in Council author- 
izing Mr. Walkem to proceed to Ottawa 
was passed, and on tho 21st of February 
of tho present year an Order in Council 
of the Ottawa Government, embodying 
tho agreement by which tho bargain wtis 
finally struck {vide report) was issued by 
tho Ottawa Government. With much of 
the correspondence concerning the rail- 
way our readers are already acquainted, 
and several of the dispatches wore pub- 
lished on Tuesday last. Tho following 
will bo found now ;
